For light silks crets* d*« chine surahs, 
iiiuii.s and embroideries, w hite linen, niusiin 
or lawn is a good substitute for silk, and in 
iiuilig the skirt of any limp material printed ' 
cambric, percale silicia or very light calico I 
will be found acrvi.-walilr. It is a g*ssl idea 1 
to save silk lire vies, as they come in very 1 
nieely for facings when not sufficient f«.r an 
entire lining. 

In color light, gray is generally serviceable. I 
although, everything considered, it is safe to ’ 
have the linings the same shade a» the dres» > 
material, black excepted.
